Prison Commission Plans Hospital for 
Frankfort Penitentiary.

Frankfort Ky.—Money which was 
appropriated by the legislature at the 
session of 1906 for improvements at 
the Frankfort penitentiary, but never 
expended, is to be used by the prison 
commission for the erection of a mod¬ 
ern hospital and also for the construc¬ 
tion of a large auditorium, in which 
religious and other services can be 
held. 

The money was not used because it 
was not sufficient to do all that the 
prison commission thought necessary, 
and they waited, hoping that an ap¬ 
propriation would be made sufficient 
to build, a new cellhduse and make 
other greatly-needed improvements. 

They did not want to do a part of 
the improving, and then have to make 
changes in order to accommodate the 
additional buildings that were regard¬ 
ed as necessary.

Lexington Is First to Ask for Oates, 
Beginning September 19. 


Lexington.—It is very generally un 
derstoqd that it is planned that the 
season shall open here September 19 j 
Secretary Garret D. Wilson said tha* 1 
it is the sentiment of the directors oi ! 
the Kentucky association ‘that a fall 
meeting of six dayB, beginning on that 
date, be given at the local track. The 
rules of the state racing commission 
require that all applications for dates 
must be made in writing to the secre¬ 
tary of the commission at least 30 
days prior to the first day of the pro¬ 
posed meeting. 

It is presumed that Louisville^will 
follow Lexington and that the season 
in Kentucky will end at Latonia some 
time in November, probably about the 
i9th. If this schedule is followed there 
will be nlD3 weeks of racing before 
the movement to the winter tracks in 
the Bouth begins. 

With no racing in New York state 
after September 1 and none in Canada 
after October J. it is argued by think¬ 
ing men of the turf here that Ken¬ 
tucky’s opportunity the coming fall 
will be the greatest in its history.

The veil fw summer is the airiest 
of creations, falling about the brim of 
bats and over faces and floating free 
to the summer winds. Dots, set on, 
have been shown less favor than lace 
patterns on a net ground or large 
meshed nets with figures woven In. 

Those veils which are not of the 
floating kind are of the latter variety 
and are worn with wide-brimmed hats 
and drawn to the back and under the 
collar. It requires some care to pin 
and adjust them correctly, and getting 
under them is a matter that consumes 
time. They are very neat in appear¬ 
ance, however, and very becoming. 
Hence their wearers are willing to put 
in the necessary time to adjust and re¬ 
adjust them. 

The lace veils show light pattern 
having a scroll border and butterflies, 
birds or even tiny chanticlevs woven 
in. The heavy figures proved too un¬ 


becoming to meet with anything Itks 
general favor. They were, in fact, dis¬ 
figuring Black Chantilly and white 
wash nets with scroll borders are the 
most popular of floating veils, and 
fancy large-meshed nets hold fix St 
place in the others. 

The net veils just described have 
been adopted for mourning wear as 
cooler than usual mourning fab¬ 
rics, for those people who must be out 
a great deal. They are bordered with 
bands of crape or with 6iuk grenadine 
x>r other mourning fabric. Rows of 
grosgrain ribbon, graduated in width 
or otherwise, are also used as a bor¬ 
der finish. Veils of this kind hang 
straight from the hat brim and reach 
below the bust line. 

A wide-brimmed sailor for general 
wear, trimmed with a band and 
adorned wittP* white net veil is about 
as satisfactory as any hat can be.

There are plenty of evidences that former rep¬ 
resentatives who have chosen, after having once 
been defeated in the home district, to stay away 
from the native heath, are not altogether free 
from the criticisms of the home people, and per¬ 
haps there is no reason why they should be. When 
a man who has spent his entire life among cer¬ 
tain people ls weaned sway from them by a short 
residence elsewhere,' it seems that resentment 
springs, and few denials probably will come to the 
statement that a good many of the former offi¬ 
cials who stay in Washington In preference to go¬ 
ing home are not without frequent intimations 
that the people back In the district regard them in 
some degree as deserters. 

Of course there are exceptions to every rule 
and in the case of senators and representatives 
of long service, who are poor and perhaps too 
aid to renew the practise of the law, or to take up 
again their mercantile business where they dropped 
it to serve their constituents, there is excuse for 
the acceptance of office in Washington in order 
that the way of old age may be smoothed. 

Then again there are the cases of men who 
have been in Washington so long representing 
their states, or their districts, that Washington 
has become their real home, and here they stay 
after a change of party administration has re¬ 
moved them from representative office. 

Of the men who stayed In Washington because 
the place was like home, there should be men¬ 
tioned former Senator Stewart, "Silver" Stew¬ 
art of Nevada, who died recently. He was a n<v 
ted figure on the Washington streets all through 
his congressional career, and through the few 
years of his retirement prior to his death. Stew¬ 
art's hair and beard were as white as the snow 
on the top of the Nevada mountains, but until 
within a few hours of his death he was apparent¬ 
ly as strong as any tree that grows below the 
mountain timber line. 

Frequently the former senators and represent¬ 
atives who live In Washington appear upon the 
floor of congress. They have the right there to 
appear because of their former services. There 
is one marked and shining exception, however, to 
this rule of occasional return to the chamber 
where the legislative service waa rendered. When 
Senator Spooner of Wisconsin, left congress in 
1891, to be gone six years, he declared that be 
would never appear upon the floor of the senate 
while he was out of office, nor would be go to the 
eapltol unless his professional business called him 
to practise before the Supreme Court Spooner 
kept his word. He always had objected to ihe rule 
which admitted format senators l* the floor of the 
senate. He did not say so, but he thought that In 
some few cases the lobbying opportunity might be 
too strong to be resisted by some of the senators 
whe were not above using their personal influ¬ 
ence with their former colleagues on behalf of 
tome specific legislation. 

In the spring of 1907, John C. Spooner resigned 
from the United States senate. After the six years 
of bis absence from congress was ended he had 
been returned again to the upper house, but in the 
spring three years ago he resigned to enter the 
pric'Jse of law. Since the day that Senator Spoon¬ 
er left for this supposedly the last time, he has 
not been Bv»en in the senate of the United States, 
nor has he been seen in the corridors of the cap- 
ltol. He ls in law practise In New York, and oc¬ 
casionally he comes to Washington, but unlike 
many other former representatives he shuns the 
actual scene of his legislative activities

acters. a man lively and energetic In debate and 
appealing personal qualities, stays in the Buck-

When the Day’s Work Is Ended. 


Work horses should be grain fed; 
a horse cannot work and keep In con¬ 
dition on grass alone. An average 
sized horse at hard work will require 
about 16 pounds of good mixed hay, 10 
pounds of cracked corn and oats and 
4 pounds of wheat bran per day. A 
bushel of fine-cut hay weighs about 
8 pounds, and corn chops about 45 
pounds to the bushel. One-half peck 
of corn chops and one quart of wheat | 
bran, mixed with one bushel of cut 
hay. adding just enough water to 
make the meal stick to the hay, hakes 
a good meal for the horse. Give this 
ration three times a day, with a little 
long hay at night. If you have a pas¬ 
ture close to the stables, turn the ani¬ 
mal out at night, after the mixed feed 
Is eaten. 

Work early in the morning and late 
In the evening and give a long rest 
during the hottest part of the day. 
This Is best for man and horse. Rest 
and water the teams between meals. 
Water that has been exposed to the 
sun for an hour or two is better for 
the fiorse than cold well water. Mix 
one quart of wheat bran In each buck¬ 


et of water. Let the horse rest and 
cool off before watering. One gallon 
may be given to each one at one time. 
Have fly nets—a guano sack cut open 
may be used in place of a leather^net 
to keep off flies. Have strong but 
light harness. Keep the collar? CT^kn, 
wash the shoulders off with cold wa¬ 
ter-when brought in. and rub dry. For 
chafed shoulders dust with powdered 
air-slacked lime or dress with crude 
petroleum. Keep the stables clean. 
Open windows and doors for the air 
to circulate. This Is necessary for the 
health of the horse. Be careful with 
the teams when labor Is heavy and 
the day hot. If a horse commences 
to flag and show signs of exhaustion, 
he should be rested at once, removed 
to a shady spot, his mouth and nose 
sponged with cold water, and allowed 
to rest for an hour or so. Many a val¬ 
uable animal is permanently injured 
through pure carelessness on the part 
of the driver. In harvesting, have the 
work well planned out; let each man 
have his part to do. Keep steady at 
It. with no rushing. More can be done 
and that without.Injury to either man 


. whether the two swains 
took the wearing of the yellow flow¬ 
ers as a personal insult or whether 
they had other reasons for Ignoring 
their hitherto adored ones.
